Washington, D. C., May 11.—[Special.]— 
Genera! Miles is booked to leave Washington 
tomorrow to take charge of the Cuban army, 
but there is no telling when he will start, 
for doubt, indecision, and contradiction 
seem just now to have full possession of the 
war making end of the government. 

The War department has sent out orders 
again and again which were recalled or re-~- 
versed within twenty-four hours, and in the 
Navy department no one seems to know 
what the plan of campaign is, or even 
whether there is any plan. Those navy offi- 
cers who consent to talk say that if Samp- 
son’s orders possibly admit of it San Juan 
will be mere memory before he returns; but 
they are afraid that as he was instructed to 
destroy or capture the Spanish fleet and 
there is no such thing on this side of the At- 
lantic he will be compelled to return with- 
out doing much. 

The plans for sending an armed expedition 
to Cuba have been changed so often that no 
one can now be induced to venture a pre- 
diction as to the future, although there is 
an understanding that the movement will 
tuke place early next week. President Mc-

the whole far, and has re-

real landing on the island is attempted. 

Secretary Alger would have gone ahead 
with the regular army and such volunteers 


as could have been hastily gathered together 


and had’ them in Cuba by this time, but the 
President is unwilling to take any serious 
step until he has at least 50,000 men actually 
under arms. 

There were more than that number ready 
for duty in the different States, but the red 
tape of the army has made the process of 
mustering in exceedingly slow, and it is 
doubtful if the volunteers at the gulf ports 

‘next Sunday equal the regulars in number. 
There are already small detachments of 
United States troops in Cuba who have gone 
to accompany ammunition and supplies for 
the insurgents, but their operations will be 
purely auxiliary and will not invoive any 
permanent landing. 

It is the belief here that. ‘when General 
Miles is finally permitted to move he will 
make a landing inside of fifty miles to the 
east of Havana, or else directly at Sagua la 

The latter place would put him 
more nearly into communication with Go- 
mez, but everything indicates that the in- 
surgent forces cannot be depended upon for 
active operations for weeks to come. 


Depends on a Few Things. 


The understanding is that General Miles’ 
army movement is dependent, first, on the 
operation of Sampson’s Puerto Rico fleet, 
and, secondly, on the rapidity of the concen- 
tration of the volunteers selected for the 
first line of offense. 

Commodore Schley has been directed to co- 
operate in the grand movement on Cuba, but 
the chances are that he will do this firstasa 
convoy to the troops, and secondly as an 
outer guard to cover any possibility of Span- 
ish naval operations eastward of Cuba. 

Admiral Sampson and Captain Chadwick 
have spent the time during the blockade in 
studying the coast line and the defenses of 
Cuba in the vicinity of Havana, and they 
have worked out a careful plan of attack, so 
that the return of Sampson from Puerto 
Rico is indispensable to the landing of troops 
and Schley’s part will be to cover the rear 
while the great operations are proceeding. 
The officers who are with Sampson say that 
they can start at Sagua la Grande, sail down 
the island to the westward, and reduce 
every battery in their way, including those 
of Matanzas and Havana, without any 
danger of serious injury to the fleet. 

There are only a few great guns in Cuba 
and their location is now pretty well under- 
stood. Recent reports from the island in- 
dicate that Blanco has studded the shore 
from Matanzas to a point beyond, Martel 
with small batterics, mounted behind or- 
dinary fortifications of sand. Some of the 
big guns in the battery just east of Morro 
Castle and in the Santa Clara battery at 
the western edge of the city would prove 
formidable obstacles to the triumphant 
progress of the fleet if it were not for two 
things. In the first place these guns have 
been mounted in the old-time fashion, over 
masonry fortifications or in embrasures. | 

There is not a disappearing carriage on the 
island, and there is not an emplacement 
for the guns which could possibly resist the 
heavy twelve and thirteen inch rifles of the 
battleships and monitors. One lucky thirteen 
inch shell which penetrates an embrasure 


‘will absolutely destgoy the guns there, and 


masonry has proved less of an obstacle to 
modern rifies than sand.

Struggle Over War 


The war revenue bill will probably be re- 
ported to the Senate by the Finance com- 
mittee tomorrow, but it will not be called up 
for consideration until Monday next. The 
majority consisting of Democrats and Popu- 
lists decided substantially upon a financial 
program today. Senator Jones of Nevada 
voted with the silver men upon every test 
motion. The amendments to the House bill 
strike out both of the provisions for long- 
term bonds and for short-term Treasury 
certificates and add to the bill provisions for 
a tax upon nearly all corporations, thé Issue 
of $150,000,000 in greenbacks, and the coinage 
of the silver bullion held in the Treasury 
under the Sherman law. 

The Democrats were not satisfied with the 
form of the amendment today and will pro- 
pose some modifications tomorrow when the 
committee meets. The proposition as voted 
upon today specifies railroads and all other 
corporations engaged in transportation, and 
also includes partnerships and individuals 
engaged in transportation. 

The Republicans of the Senate will oppose 
any tax on express packages, but will vote 
for one on bills of lading. The inheritance 
tax will be one of concession on the part of 
the Republicans for the purpose of getting 
the Democrats to vote for the bond propo- 
sition.

anywhere. Hungry as he is, the Cuban will 
share his last sweet potato with any one 
who passes hie camp fire. He will give you 


anything, in fact, except his horse, and that 


he will not part with at any price. 

Such are the qualities of the Cuban soldier 
as an individual. If any one would doubt 
his patriotism and bravery he should try 
camp life in Cuba for a week or two and 


» then remember that these men have been 


leading that life for over three years without 


any kind of respfte. 


Guerrilla Warfare. 


As part of an organized force, however, 
the Cuban must be viewed from a different 
standpoint; for two years he has not taken 


the open fleld. His tactics have been those | 


of a guerrilla—to lie in ambush, rush out 
on a column, and then retreat as quickly 
as he came. In this way a mere handful 
of men have put a whole Spanish column 
to rout, but in every case the Cuban has had 
his managua to run to. He has had no 
practice in an open standup fight, where 
retreat is impossible, and his conduct in 
such a case remains to be scen. 

I was told this, both by De Strampes and 
by Colonel Boga, and they seemed to con- 
sider it a point In the Cuban soldier's favor 
that he never waits for the word of com- 
mand in the field, but advances, and fircs, and 
retreats exactly as it suits him best. For 
the purpose of warfare in the managua this 
method of fighting answers splendidly, but 
attacking forts and laying siege to towns Is 
‘a different matter. " 

Support of- Regulars Needed. 

Possibly the support of artillery and reg- 
wlar troops would have a steadying effect 
upon the Cubans, and in @ short time they 
would become a disciplined and useful army 
capable of finishing off the war in Cuba with 


little further aid from the United States. * 


That is at least what Gomez thinks, and 
he recognizes clearly that the Cubans have 
a different style of warfare before them to 
anything which they have accustomed them- 
selves to in the past. At all events, they 
ought to be given the chance of showing 
what they can do when they have a few 


guns to back them up.

Their cavalry are far better horsemen 
than the Spaniards, and their little Cuban 
horses are as wiry and as long suffering as 
their masters. As marksmen there is no 

rison between the Cuban and the 
Soaularé. The Cubans have learned to 
handle their Mausers and Remingtons with 
great accuracy for the simple reason that 
they have never had much ammunition to 
waste, and they are not likely to throw 
way their fire.

POOR WATER AT KEY WEST. 


Key West, Fla., May 11.—It is said here 
if the report that the Spanish fleet has 
returned to Spain proves to be correct an 
active movement against Cuba may occur 
within forty-eight hours. It is possible that 
Rear Admiral Sampson’ at Puerto Rico and 
Commodore Remey here may strike simul- 
‘taneously. | 

If it were decided to land troops at Bahia 
Honda, Matanzas, or any other point, the 
vessels here, together with the ships on the 
blockading station, would have no difficulty 
in covering a landing with the aid of the 
heavy armored fighting ships. The moni- 
tors, with their-heavy guns, could stand close 
in and with impunity proceed to the demoll- 
tion of the fortifications, while the gun- 
boats and lighter vessels poured: in their 
shots from offshore. 

Naval officers here believe the defenses 
at any point except Havana could be re- 
duced by the ships now here and on the Cu- 
ban station in half an hour. 

“The water problem is getting serious at 
this place. Naval officers recognize it and 
they are looking anxiously for the smoke 
from the stack of the big government con- 
denser, which is promised to supply 40,000 
gallons daily per contract. . : 

The torpedo boats are without condensing 
apparatus and they have been scouting for 
fresh water a4 keenly as buccaneers after 
Spanish galleons. Every discovery of a 
fresh cistern is hailed like a strike in the 
Klondike. 

Water has advanced from 1% cents to 10 
cents a gallon within the last two months. 
Most of the unpretentious brands of bottled 
water are $1 a gallon and “ live’’ water is 
15 cents a pint by the hundred bottles. 

There is less than 1,000 gallons -of rain: 
water available in town, and this is of a poor 
quality.

_ Sixty miles from Burgos. The mob marched from street to street at first, merely shouting for bread. But 
shouting does not fill empty stomachs, and an attack was made on a great grain warehouse. It was heavily 
barricaded, but axes, crowbars, and clubs battered in windows and the starving multitude was soon pitching 
the sacks of grain out into the street. Tiis was but a beginning. Store after store was visited and each met 
the same fate. The mob grew as it marched, and by 10 o’clock it numbered thousands, the women in the van. 


A troop of cavalry lined up with drawn sabers across the street stopped the mob.

CHICKAMAUGA PARK°TO AGAIN WITNESS THE ASSEMBLY OF AN ARMY. 


Tampa, Fla., May 11.—[Special.]—The sit- 
uation here remains practically unchanged. 
No movement has been made today of any 
importance. General Miles will not leave 
‘Washington, according to a telegram re- 
eer: here today, until,Sunday morning 
next. 

-A résumé of the events here during the 
daylight hours shows little of real impor-. 
tance. General Wade went to Port Tampa 
on the early morning train and personally 
inspected the transports. He has declined 
to express any opinion as to what he thinks 
of their condition at this time. 

Work has progressed at the same rate of 
speea ail day at the port and a great quan- 
tity of the supplies has been loaded.

It 
was caught by telegraph.at Vera Cruz,,Mex- 
ico, and crdered here. it towed the watcr- 
boat Three Brothers from Punta Gorda to 
Tampa, where the latter will be filled and 
sent to Dry Tortugas and Florida keys. 

A rumor reached the camp of William 
Astor Chandler and his volunteers today ‘hat 
they were to sail tonight on the Alamo. 
They are still in camp at West Tampa, how- 
ever, and have received no orders. General 
Sanguilly went to the Cuban camps today 
and conferred with the commanding officers 
there. 

The baggage trains belonging to the First 
Regiment of Infantry were loaded on cars 
at Picnic Island this morning and sent to 
Port Tampa. 

Great excitement ensued at once, for, of 
course, the entire regiment was to follow its 
two companies to Cuba, but it did not go. 
Instead the baggage train and hospital am- 


-bulances were taken to Tampa and unloaded.

Mobile, Ala., May 11.—(Special.]—The 
steamship Mattewan, owned by the New 
York, Mexican and Gulif Steamship com- 
pany and chartered by the government as. 
a transport, arrived here this evening and 
proceeded to a coaling berth, where it is at 
present taking on a large quantity of fuel. 
No information can be obtained from its 
officers as to orders, but from reliable sources 


it is learned that it is to leave on Saturday 


with the Second Regiment of Cavalry. The 
regiment has not yet arrived here, but is on 
its way from Chickamauga. It is not known 
at present that other troops will accom- 
pany the Second Cavalry from this port.

MARITO DOWNS ENCHANTER. 


Dr. inane the tall 4-year-old of the 
Foster stable, earned a start in the St. 
Louls Inaugural yesterday by winning the 
third race on the Lakeside card in hollow 
fashion and clipping a half second off the 
Indiana record for a mile and sev enty yards. 
The stately Doctor stepped off the first mile 
in 1:41% and the mile and seventy yards 
in 1:454%. At no time after the first quarter 
was he called upon to show what he really 
couléc do in a pinch, and as he is a horse who 
is not above punishment it is reasonabie 
to suppose Ne might have done much better 
if forced out. He was a 2 to 5 favoriteinan 
illy balanced field of six, hence the race 
was little more than a workout for nim. 
Dr. Sheppard and Abuse will be shipped 
to St. Louis by the Fosters today—the 
former to start in the Inaugural on Satur- 
day and Abuse to forage for purses.. Shep- 


pard is to carry 115 pounds in the Inaugural. 


The weather was threatening yesterday 
afternoon and light showers fell, but the 
Lakeside track was fast, the attendance was 
about the usual dimensions, and the racing 
was rather interesting. Three favorites— 
Cynthia H., Dr. Sheppard, and Hadrian— 
won, but Sheppard and Hadrian were at 
such a short price they got little play. 
The other winners were Mouzeltoff, 6 to 1; 
Marito, 8 to 1; and Connie Lee, 40 to 1. 

Marito’s win was the most sensational of 
the day, for while the price against Connie 
Lee in the last event was much longer, Ter- 
rett’s mare beat a lot of cheap horses, where- 
as P. J. Miles’ 3-year-old passed out such 
sprinters as Duke of Haven, Enchanter, and 


-Czarowitz. The race was fourth on the 


ecard, twelve starting. It was a ‘“cinch”’ 
book, Duke of Haven being 4 to 5, En- 


chanter, 2 to 1, Czarowitz, 4 to 1, Hermoso, 


6 to 1, and so on. Enchanter’s price length- 
ened a bit before post time, and the judges 
took down Roche, the stable boy, sub- 
stituting Sullivan. The latter failed to get 
the Foster sprinter away any too well, but 
he ran through the field and was in second 
place on the far turn. Marito, with only 
eighty-nine pounds on her shoulders, had 
broken in front and was still there, going 
a fast clip. Enchanter got to her and clung 
to her almost to the finish, where the exer- 


tion tolé on him, and he dropped back, Marito 
winning in a hard drive by two lengths, while 


Enchanter was just as far ahead of Duke of 
Haven. 

The opening race was a battle between 
Cynthia H. and Croesus, the former win- 
ning by a nose. Each had early troubles, but 
Cynthia H.’s were less, and the filly seemed 
to be winning handily at the sixteenth 
pole, but Smith had something up _ his 
sieeve on Croesus and nearly caught Sulli- 
van napping. Croesus was badly ridden the 
first part of the race. 

In the first 2-year-old race Mouzeltoff re- 
peated her previous performances, coming 
strongly in- the stretch, and as the race 
was a half: furlong further this time she 
won out by a head from Primavera, the 
favorite. In the second 2-year-old event the 
field was all strung out; Hadrian, the favor- 
ite, winning easily. 

Sulross was the favorite for the last 
race, at a mile, but the old horse was not 
up to a race and never was dangerous.

Louisville, Ky., May 11.—[Special.]—The 
Tennessee Derby winner, Lieber Karl, was 
defeated by Plaudit in the Clark Stakes at 
Churchill Downs this afternoon. Lieber 
Karl had everything in his favor, and those 
who were in doubt as to which was the better 
horse aftec Plaudit defeated him in the Ken- 
tucky Derby are certain tonight that Plaudit

’ From reliable sources it was learned this 
afterncon that General Reece had received 
private advices from Washington during the 
day to the effect that the First and S:xth 
Regiments were to be ordered to Mobile be- 
fore the end of the week, and this advice was 
promptly communicated to Governor Tan- 
ner. Colonel Turner of the First and Colonel 
Foster of the Sixth were immediately sum- 
moned by the.Governor and ordered to have 
their respective commands in readiness at 
once.

Board of Education Likely to Restrict 
_ Expenditure of Grad 
uates. 


Opposition to the plan of members of the 
graduating classes of high schools incurring 
heavy expenses in tonnection with making 
extravagant displays at the annual com- 
mencement exercises is active among certain 
members of the Board of Education.

There is no foreigner that the Italian hates 
with so bitter an abhorrence as the Austrfin. 
Yet King Humbert, for purely dynastic rea- 
sons, has forced Italy into a humiliating al- 
liance with Austria, the name of which is 
synonymous in Italy for cruelty and op- 
pression of the same kind as that to which 
the Spaniards have subjected the Cubans. 

Again, France is the principal and most 
profitable market. of Italian industry, yet 
merely for the sake of satisfying his Aus- 
trian and German allies King Humbert has 
broken off commercial relations with France 
and closed the markets of the latter against 
Italy, with disastrous economic results for 
his kingdom, which is in consequence in 
financial ruin. ; 

Finally, in order to conform to the mili- 
tary demands of his allies at Berlin and 
Vienna, King Humbert has embarked his 
country in a policy of such reckiess and in- 
sane extravagance in connection with the 
army and navy, which are altogether out 
of proportion to the national resources, that 
today the treasury is practically bankrupt 


and all the element of the population that is, 
possessed of energy and initiative is driven 


to emigrate to countries across the seas. 


Can’t Cope with Situation.

ernment in accordance with a carefully pre- 
arranged plan, are working in unison with 
one anotHer, and are under leadership of a 
junta composed of some of the most influ- 
ential political leaders in King Humbert's 


dominions. 


Whole People Oppose Humbert. 

In Spain the distubrances are merely bread 
riots and not anti-dynastic. In Italy the 
insurrection has been caused not alone by 
the extraordinary increase in the price of 
bread. but likewise by a distinct and definite 
anti-dynastic agitation. Italy is honey- 
combed with socialism and republicanism, 
and the vast majority of the Italian popula- 


‘tion is opposed to King Humbétt, to his 


family, and to the present system of gov- 
ernment. The people desire either the estab- 
lishment of an Italian republic or else the 
division of the kingdom into a number of 
semi-independent states, with the same 
frontiers as those of the former petty sov- 
ereignties which preceded united Italy. It 
is proposed that these old-time principali- 
ties, duchies, and grand duchies should be 
organized into a federation of autonomous 
republics similar to the cantons of Switzer- 
land or to the States of North America. 

These aspirations are known by the Italian 
government to be cordially indorsed by the 
Papacy, which indeed issued last autumn 
a public intimation to that effect, belleving 
that in this manner Rome would recover its 
individuality and its autonomy, and that the 
Pontiff would thereby become, in the course 
of time, not only the head of the Roman re- 
public: but likewise a species of President or 
protector of the entire confederation of Ital- 
ian republics. 

Republicanism, socialism, and clericalism 
are therefore combined against the, mon- 
archy in Italy at the present time. 


Knows Pope Favors Revolt. 


That the government recognizes the share 
of the church in the present disturbances 
and the part that it has played in organizing 
is shown by the 
fact that numbers of Catholic newspapers 
in the north of Italy have been confiscated, 
that monks and priests have been impris- 
oned by the hundred, and that monasteries 
have been bombarded with cannon. More- 
over, it is certain that if the present revolt 
can be suppressed some severe reprisals 
will be Inaugurated by the government 
against the Vatican. 


It is exceedingly doubtful, however, 


whether the government will carry the day. 
For the people at large, a8 well as the clergy, 
are against it, and its sole support is the

But the dynasty has become too unpop- 
ular to admit of its being preserved. Like 
rats from a sinking ship, nearly all those 
great nobles and patricians who formerly 
abandoned the Vatican for the Quirinal 
have now reverted to their former alle- 
giance, foreseeing the imminent doom of 
King Humbert’s throne, which now rests 
not on the will of the people but merely upon 
the bayonets of his troops, who will soon be- 
come tired of shooting down their fathers, 
their brothers, aye, their mothers, sisters, 
and sweethearts, for his sake. 


TREATY WITH SAN DOMINGO. 


Proposed Agreement Will Be Favora- 
ble to the United States—Hayti’s 
Awkward Pledge. 


San Domingo, May  11.—[Copyright, 
1898S, by the Associated Press. ]—Negotia- 
tions ior the conclusion of a political and 
commercial treaty have been conducted by 
the Minister of the United States fur some 
months ,and now give fair promise of com- 
plete success so far as the desires of the 
American government are concerned. 

The correspondent of the Associated Press 
has it from th best authority that the terms 
of the proposed treaty are immenseiy more 
favorabie to America than those of the 
treaty of 1864 between the United States 
and Hayti. The significance of this state- 
ment may be partly judged when it is re- 
membered that the Haytien treaty gives to 
America, as against any enemy in time of 
war, privileges of the utmost importance. 
The commercial clauses establish reci- 
procity as to customs dues and regulations 
between the United States and San Do- 
mingo. | 
Port au Prince, Hayti, May 11.—![Copy- 
right, 1898, by the Associated 
from the traditional policy of the Haytien 
nation, dating from 1816, excluding aliens 
from the holding of real property, and the 
strong sentiment which still exists in sup- 
port of it among the ignorant majority of 
the population, there is a practical obstacle 
of no small importance to the acquisition by 
the United States of a title in fee simple toa 
coaling station anywhere on the shores of 
the tsland. This is the secret treaty between

any negotiations looking to the acquisition 
of the Mole St. Nicolas or Samana Bay than 
the sentiment of the people. There is no 
doubt that the Haytien government would 
have small scruple in getting around the con- 
stitutional prohibition by perpetual lease or 
otherwise if it were not for the embarrassing 
position in which it would then be placed in 
relaiion. to San Domingo. 

A double commission to treat in both capi- 
tals at once, with the object of bringing the 
two governments to a joint: convention in 
favor of the requirement of the United 
States might be successful where separate 
negotiation would fail.

The five votes 
of Scott fell into Williams’ net, and the Pike 
County man won without a single vote to 
spare, all of which will make a mighty row 
in Democratic politics in this part of the 
State for many years to come. 

Pike has the Congressman and member 
of the State Board of Equalization. 

Downing is happy over defeating Hinrich- 
sen, and it goes without saying Mr. Hin- 
richsen will even up with the entire batch 
before he gets through with the game. The 
district is about 4,000 Democratic, and Will- 
iams regards his election as certain. 

Mounts got 38 votes on the 328th ballot by 
the strength of Pike, Macoupin, and Jersey. 
He nmeeded one more vote, but didn’t get it. 
Jersey immediately returned to Ferns, and 
Mounts could muster 31 and no more. 

After a time Macoupin returned the com- 
pliment, and began voting for Williams. 
Calhoun, after a ballot or two, gave its 3 
to Williams, who now had 34 votes on the 
846th ballot. Scott County delegates then 
went out to consult. Its votes would have 
nominated Williams. It divided, giving Will- 
lams 3 and Doyle 2. Williams then had 37 
and needed 2 more. On the next round Scott 
gave its 5 votes to Williams and he was 
nominated. He received just 39 votes, a 
scant majority, and no more. 

The morning session of the Democratic 
Congressional convention led off with the 
extension of complimentary votes, great 
care being taken, however, not to allow the 
possibility of a nomination. Macoupin 
County for a number of ballots gave its 
entire. strength to Rainey. After a time 
Macoupin went over to Ferns. Cass and 
Scott might have nominated Rainey, but 
they would do nothing of the kind. Cass 
stuck to Downing and Scott went over to 
Hinrichsen. 

Several recesses were had, and after a time 
Jersey, Macoupin, Calhoun, and Greene be- 
gan voting for Ferns. The Jersey County 
man had 37 votes, two short of a nomination. 
Cass County stuck to Downing and Scott 
went with Morgan to Hinrichsen. Then Ma- 
coupin consulted, and after that threw its 
strength over to Selby, who presently got 
the 37 votes Rainey had a few minutes be- 
fore.” The convention took a two-hour re- 
cess, and on reassembling Mounts was given 
37 votes for a time. 

Downing unquestionabiy had the Cass 
County delegation for himself, but he could 
not deliver to any other candidate. Numer- 
ous recesses were had in rapid succession. 
The day was insufferably warm and the op- 
portunities for quenching thirst ample and 
convenient. The delegates from Greene got 
together, but disagreed as to what they 
should do. MHinrichsen’s friends among 
some of the delegations outside Morgan pre- 
vented consolidation. The convention ap- 
peared to be well balled up, for the result of 
the 241st ballot was identical with that of 
the first. At 5 o’clock the customary after- 
supper recess was had. After that came the 
result given above. 


Crumpacker Is Renominated. 


Lafayette, Ind., May 11.—The Republicans 
of the Tenth Congressional District today 
renominated E. D. Crumpacker on the first 
ballot by acclamation. Resolutions indorsed 
McKinley’s Cuban policy. 


MEETING OF SOUTH PARK BOARD 


City’s Proposition to Run a Sewer 
Through the Jackson Park 
Lintits Discussed. 


At its meeting yesterday the South Park 
board discussed the proposition of the city 
to run the intercepting sewer system through 
Jackscn Park, between Fifty-sixth and Six- 
ty-seventh streets, but deferred action until 
thee next meeting in order to give Mayor 
Harrisen and Commissioner McGanr an op- 
portunity to be heard. The discussion did 
not favor the plan. Superintendent David- 
son of the Sewer department was present 
and said the city would save $50,000 by being 
permitted to lay the sewer within the limits 
of the park. Superintendent Foster of the 
South Park system read a report which was 
unfavorable to the project. 

The board considered favorably the urgent 
appeal of citizens living in Garfield boule- 
vard, between Ashland and Western ave- 
nues, for the lighting of the thoroughfare, 
and decided to erect for that purpose an 
electric plant to cost $6,000. In addition to 
the amount necessary to build the plant the 
sum of $6,000 will also be required to main- 
tain the lights for a year. Commissioner 
Donnersberger reported $350,000 on hand to 
defray running expenses until March 1, 1809. 

A track elevation ordinance for the Michi- 
gan avenue crossing of the St. Charles Air 
Line near Sixteenth street was passed, and 
$7,000 was appropriated to improve roads 
and boulevards made necessary by the ele- 
vation of the tracks of the Pennsylvania 
railroad. An appropriation of $800 was voted 
for twelve concerts to be given in the parks 
during the summer months by Frofessor 
John Hand's orchestra. 

La Rabida Sanitarium will be formally 
opened next Saturday, when a dinner will 
be tendered the Park commissioners by the 
managers of the institution. 

The Drainage board yesterday afternoon 
directed an advertisement to be made for 
bids for all the bridges which remain to be 
erected over the channel, with the exception 
of the Western Indiana crossing, which is 
still in conference with the railroads. The 
bridges will be erected at Lemont, Summit, 
Willow Springs, and Lockport.

A CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT.

A new Congress is elected in November. 
The old Congress. meets in December, a 
month later, and keeps on legislating till 
March 4. That Congress may have been 
repudiated by the voters at the November 
election.

with a new mandate, yet the old Congress 
continues to legislate, enacting laws which 
the people may have just signified their dis- 
approval of, while the new Congress, unless

KEEP THE PHILIPPINES 
Tur TRIBUNE printed yesterday an inter- 


‘view with Amyas Northcote of this city, 


who has just returned home after a visit of 
several months in England. He is a son of 
Sir Stafford Northcote, who was Chancellor 
of the Exchequer under Beaconsfield, and 
hence has an excellent opportunity to dis 
cover the sentiments of influential men in 
England concerning the new questions 
which have been raised by the war between 
Spain and the United States. 

Mr. Northcote declares that public feel- 
ing in England.is strongly on the side of this 
country and that the non-interference of 
European powers in the Cuban question 
is due to the assertion of England that it 
would not interfere, and would consider in- 
terference by others an unfriendly act. He 
states also that— 


The English people believe that the time has 
come for the United States to become a colonizing 
nation. If George Washington were alive today 
he would counsel that the doors be thrown open 
and that the United States give up its policy of 


pon-intervention and take an active part in the 


affairs of the whole world—seize Cuba and hoid it 
to guard the coming Nicaragua Canal, annex Ha- 
wall, keep the Philippine Islands; and with these 
possessions stand with England to aid in forward- 
ing that ideal of Anglo-Saxon progress which is 
to rule the world, 

The only inadmissible feature of this pro- 
gram is the seizure and holding of Cuba, 
That island belongs to the Cubans. The 
present war is being waged partly to gain 
for them their independence and enable 
them to set up that kind of government 
which suits them best. Should they ask 
to be annexed to the United States, as the 
Hawaiians have done, they should not be 
turned away, but the Cubans have not 
shown any desire as yet to become part of 
the United States, and Congress has dis- 


avowed any inteygtion of getting possession 
of the island. ¢> 


But Hawaii d be annexed and the 
Philippine Islands should be kept and be 
developed as they never have been under 
Spanish rule. Mr. Northcote states that 
“the islands can go only to Great Britain 
or to Japan if the United States gives them 
up,” and that in either event the Eastern 
question will be tenfold more entangled. 
The United States does not desire to add 
to the perplexities of the Hastern question 
or to get the European powers into a snarl 
over the future proprietorship of the Philip- 
pines. So it will keep them for itself. 

It is true that this country never has had 
any foreign colonies. It never has ruled 
over subject races such as the inhabitants 
of the Philippine Islands are. Administra- 
tive problems which, are new to American 
public men will have to be solved, but there 
is enough governmental ability among 
Americans to solve those problems satis- 
factorily. They can do on a small scale 
what England has been doing on a grand 
scale, and can make the Philippines a model 
colony. 

There are “ mossbacks” at Washington 
who will take the ground that since the 
United States never has had colonies it 
should not have one now. There were men 
nearly a hundred years ago who objected to 
the Louisiana purchase. They did not be- 
lieve the republic should acquire more ter- 
ritory. Fortunately they were in the mi- 
nority. The men who want the Philippines 
given back to Spain or traded off to some 
other European nation will be in the mi- 
nority. The United States is going to ex- 
pand a little. 


ADMIRAL improbable in the report

PLEXITIES. that Admiral Dewey cannot 
control the insurgents, who 

are becoming dangerous. Those insurgents 
are semi-civilized Malays, who, when well 
treated, are peaceful. But they have been 
so abused and ill-treated for years by their 
Spanish rulers that when they see an op- 
portunity to take revenge on their oppressors 
in ways which are looked on with horror 
among civilized peoples—that they are btitch- 
ering Spanish women and children, for in- 
stance.

MOORE NOT THE RIGHT MAN.

weeks there are protests against his ideas 
and actions from the Washington corre- 
spondents of respectable papers, both Dem- 
ocratic and Republican, in various parts of 
. the country. There is evidently some basis 
for these charges. Where there is.so much 
smoke there is some fire. 

The trouble with Professor Moore is that 
he is a mugwump, opposed to everything 
American, and utterly out of touch with the 
spirit and glorious destiny of the nation. 
He is an ex-professor from Columbia Col- 
lege, where he has been teaching anti-Amer- 
ican sentiments to American youths, after 
the fashion of Norton of Harvard. Hehas 
drawn his notions of the United States and 
of American statesmanship from’ British 
and German text books. Consequently he 
thinks this country has no rights that a for- 
eign power is bound to respect. He does 
not believe in the Monroe doctrine, hence

Assistant Secretary Moore’s causes of 
offending seem to be both active and pass- 
ive, both direct and indirect. He is not 
only bringing .discredit upon the State de- 
partment, but his constant meddling with 
the affairs of the Navy department is one 
cause of the errors of delay which that de- 
partment has committed. Professor Moore 
has a bad influence upon Secretary Day, 
and these two together have advised against 
every radical step needed to bring the war 
to a speedy close. ‘The State department 
has advised against sending troops te take 
possession of the Philippines. It has ad- 
vised against the occupation of Puerto Rico. 
It has advised against everything that a 
jealous European court would advise 
against; and has acted in general as if 
America. had no rights without asking 
Europe's leave, 

From the first announcement of Dewey’s 
glorious exploit Professor Moore has been 
doing what he could to weaken our grip on 
the Thilippines. His influence may not 
count for a great deal with his superiors, 
but a steady douche of cold water is never 
without its effect. Our naval officers seem 
to be not far wrong when they lay at his 
door the delay in taking possession of 
Puerto Rico. His mugwump scholastic no- 
tions stand in the way of every aggressive 
movement. He is opposed to our taking 
anything away from Spain. He evidently 
thinks Spain should have Cuba and we 
should have nothing. The country does not 
think that way. It wants Spain evicted 
from Cuba and it does not want to see the 
enemy handled with mugwump gloves, 
either.

The Supreme Court has revived Alt- 
geld’s Senatorial ambition. For some un- 
explained reason two of the Republican 
members of that tribunal united with the 
Democrats in a decision which replaced 
on the statute books the partisan, unfair, 
and really unconstitutional apportionment 
of 1898, thus enabling the Democrats, even 
though in a minority of 30,000 votes in the 
State, to elect a majority of the members 
of the General Assembly. The court prac- 
tically reversed its former decision in order 
to saddle an outrageous gerrymander on 
the people. Two Republican Judges struck 
hands with the three Democratic Judges to 
do this. 

So the program is to send Altgeld to the 
Senate and make Harrison Governor. They

But it is very doubiful 
whether the United States will molest the 
Canaries or the Balearic Islands after the 
Spaniards have been driven out of Cuba, the 
Philippine Islands, and Puerto Rico. They 
may conclude they have iost enough and ask 
for peace, or the European powers may or- 
der them to do so. If :hey do not sue for 
peace then it may be aecessary for the 
United States to send a fleet across the At- 
lantic to stir up the animals. But the

THE WHEAT DEAL. 

An advance in the price of wheat of 
300 per cent in two years and of more than 
200 per cent in one year is an unprecedented 
showing and has a most important mean- 
ing for the wheat. growers of the United 
States. “The recorded price for May wheat 
in the Chicago market on the lith of 
May, 1896, was 61% cents against 74% 
cents 2 year later. Yet on the correspond- 
ing date of the present year it went up 
to $1.°% per bushel. While this may be 
regarded as exceptional, the fact that July 
wheat advanced to $1.25 indicates that it 
is not wholly so,*but that “ dollar wheat ” 
has come to stay and that the increase is 
certain to be maintained until after the 
cro» 2f 1898 is matured and begins to 
move. The full significance of this is in- 
dicated in the report of the Department 
of Agriculture for Illinois showing that 
condition of the growing crop for northern 


Illine*s promises 94 per cent of a season- 


able average and in the southern and 
central portions 84 per cent. At the same 
time the acreage for the whole country 
is estimated by the Agricultural depart- 
mentat Washington at 5.7 per cent greater 
than that sowed in 1896. 

In the light of these facts it is not ex- 
travagant to estimate that the advance 
which began a year ago and was boosted 
by the Leiter deal before the close of 
1897, has placed in the pockets of the 
farmers who held on to their wheat and 
the middlemen (millers and warehousemen) 
100 million dollars more than they would 
otherwise have realized, while the prices 
of corn, rye, oats, barley, meats, and live 
stock have risen in sympathy, if not in exact 
proportion, with the rise in wheat. The 
farmers who raise these latter products 
have probably made another 100 millions 
with which the middlemen have less to do 
than with wheat. 

In these benefits all parts of the country. 
have shared in greater or less proportion, 
as some of the Southern States (notably 
Texas) produce considerable wheat and 
corn. While cotton has not been particular- 
ly influenced in this direction, still its by- 
products, such as cotton seed oil, have gone 
up as a consequence of the advance in hogs 
and lard, 

The money which these advances repre- 
sent has come largely from consumers in 


» Edirope, as prices there hdve kept in ad- 


vance of our own. A portion, it is true. 
falls upon American consumers, but they 
are in better condition to pay the ad- 
vanced prices than they were a year ago 
because of better wages and improved con- 
ditions growing out of a better tariff law, 
the dying out of the silver craze, and a 
consequently increased confidence in the 
currency. In this way the Leiter specula- 
tion has proved a good thing for the farmers. 
This speculation has been the greatest 
in all history, beating that of Pharaoh 
and his financial agent, the earlier Joseph. 
Mr. Leiter foresaw that the price of wheat 
would advance in consequence of the short- 
age of the crops in various countries in 
1896-97. There were failures of crops in 
British India, in Argentina, in Australia, 
and in Russia which seriously affected the 
supplies of all European countries. The 
crops of the last year in Germany and 
Great Britain also proved a disappoint- 
ment, and in our own country there was 
a shortage of something like 100 million 
bushels. 
The thing was to convince European buy- 
ers that this general shortage was such 
as to affect prices seriously for some time 
to come. So it was necessary to hold up 
the market, involving a burden of some $20,- 
000,000, until the eyes of European purchas- 
ers weré opened to the true situation. It 
was a heavy burden, but it was borne 
successfully and with the intended result. 
And now the price takes care of itself.

The recent action of Congress in Providing 
for an addition to the number of Rear Ad. 
mirals and the promotions of Dewey and’ 
Sampson have made a description of the 
grades in the navy a matter of popular jp. 
terest. Everybody knews al! about the army 


grades, which ate the same as those of the © 


militia. But the navy is farther away from 
the people—except those on the seashore. 
and there is less general knowledge regarg. 
ing its administration and the rules of rang 
among its officers. The increase in the num. 
ber of Rear Admirals corresponds to the in. 
crease in the number of Major Generals. 

The ranks of Admiral and Vice Admiral 
were created during the war as rewards fop 
the best naval service, as those of Genera] | 
and Lietitenant General were created for the 
best army service. There were but two Aq 
mirals, David Glasgow Farragut and Davyig- 
Dixon Porter. There were but three Vigg 
Admirals, Farragut, Porter, and Andrew . 
Hull Foote, The rank of Rear Admiral, like 
that of Major Genéra] in the army, to which 
it corresponds, has been continuous in the 
navy since the wat.

Where Buddha Was Born. 


Vineent Smith, a learned antiquary of 
Bengal, has recently made some interesting 
discoveries of Buddhist remains in India, 
says the London correspondent of the New 
York Sun. The first of these is the home of 
Gautama Buddha, who lived about 500 B, C. 
The ruins of thisancient city of Kapilavastu 
are in Nepaul territory; they are, so far as 
is yet known, entirely of brick, and are so 
covered with jungle and so extensive that 
years will be required for their thorough ex- 
ploration. Since 410 B. C, the city has been 
in ruins and unoccupied, and excavations 
are now bringing to light buildings more an- 
cient than any previpusly known in India, 

More interesting even than Kapilavastu 
is the discovery of the Lumbini garden, the — 
traditional birthplace of Gautama, The 
sacred spot is marked by a pillar erected in 
the third century B. C. by the Hmpéror 
Asoka. The inscription on this pillaris still 
perfect. It stands on the westerm of 
a mound of ruins about 100 yards dam- 
eter, and on the south side of thetmeungis 
the tank in which the child’s mother 
after his birth. 

Another discovery, which was made ms 
stupa, or brick tumulus, close to the British 
frontier, is that of relics of Buddha himeelt. 
These consist only of fragments of bone, 
which were deposited in a wooden vessel ” 
that stood on the bottom of a massive com 
fer, more tham four feet long and two feet 
deep, cut out of a solid block of fine sand« 
stone. This coffer was buried under eighteen — 
feet of masonry, composed of hugé bricks, 
each sixteen inches long. The wooden ves 
sel was decayed, and with. it was an 
quisitely finished bowl of rock crystal, the 


largest yet discovered in India, and also five 


small vases of soapstone. All these vessels 
were partially filled, in honor of the relics, 
with a marvelous collection of gold stars, 
pearls, topazes, beryls, and other jewels, and 
of various objects delicately wrought in cry# 
tal, agate, and other substances, ) | 
An inscription on the soapstone vases 
declared the relics to be those of Buddha 
himself, and’ the characters in whith 
this inscription is written are substantially 
the same as those of the Asoka inacriptions, 
and indicate that the tumulus was con- 
structed between $00 and 250 B. C. 
Buddha spent many years preaching and 
teaching at the City of Sravasti, anda iarge 
number of his sayings and parables purport 
to have been uttered there. The site of this 
famous city was long sought in vain. Mr. 
Smith now states with confidence thatit is 
in the jungles of the Nepaul Teral, about 
eleven miles from the station of Né 
road, on the Bengal and Northwestern ralr 
way. Its remains, like those of Kapilavasy, 
are buried in jungle, but they seem of 
extent, and are found prepisely where te

Inci- 
dentally Mr. Gordon will see what he can do 
towards having Senator Mason’s bill for a 
temporary annex to the postoffice passed 
through the House, and he will also stir up 
interest in behalf of the deficiency Dill, 
which, to be of real benefit to Chicago, must 
be passed, he says, before July 1. 

If Mr. Gordon is not used up when he has 
accomplished all this he will consult Henry 
Ives Cobb, the architect of the new post- 
office, President McKinley, and Secretary 
Gage about the date for the laying of the 
corner-stone of the new edifice. ; 

Postmaster Gordon was ensconced in a 
comfortable chair in Controller Dawes’ of- 
fice this afternoon when he unfolded his 
plans to an inquisitive interviewer. It did 
not take him long, for he displayed as much 
energy in talking as he did enthusiasm in 
the work which he has mapped out. 


he began, “ for the fiscal year ends July 1, 
and I've got to get ready for increased busi- 
ness. The Postmaster General has rectived 
a report which especially pleased him, and 
which shows the receipts of the Chicago 
Postoffice for the year to be $3,500,000, an 
increase of 10 per cent over last year. Won- 
derful, isn’t it? In the month of April alone 
the receipts of the money order department 
show an increase of 48 per cent over the 
same month of last year. 

** But what interests me more in Chicago 
is the annual appropriation bill to which 
Senator Tillman has made an amendment.

** Four deliveries are absolutely necessary, 
and even five would be better and more sat- 
isfactory to large business houses, Senator 
Tillman's amendment is the of clam- 
oring of little towns and cities which claim 
larger cities are favored with better postal 
facilities, but if they only studied the thing 
ghey would soon see that by cutting down the 
Geliveries in Chicago or any other large city 
they also will suffer, for their merchants 
must deal with the business houses of the 
large cities, and by reducing the deliveries 
their orders will be delayed and their busi- 
ness injured accordingly. 

“The deficiency bill is also of much im- 
portance to Chicago, for if it is not passed 
the Postoffice department must make up the 
$163,000 deficiency in the year’s appropria- 
tion by. retrenching. It is a matter which 
requires action; the bill must be passed 
or the new free delivery system will be se- 
riously affected.”

With over 100 people waiting an opportunt- 
ty to grasp the President's hand, forming a 
semicircle about them, Diaz knelt before 
Mr. McKinley, and, uttering a whispered 
prayer for his welfare, kiseed the hand ex- 
tended to his. It wasa scene which brought 
tears to the eves of those who witnessed it, 
and brought to mind the portrait of Lincoln 
in which the martyred President is depicted 
freeing the slave, with his hand resting upon 
the head of the black figure kneeling before 
him, while with his touch the fetters on the 
slave's arms seemingly break asunder. 

Diaz remained kneeling before the Pres- 
ident but an instant, but into the interval 
was crowded reminiscences of the early his- 
tory of Cuba, Spain's tyrannical rule, and 
the slaughter of innocent men, women, and 
children, brought to a close by the act of 
the one before whom the dark-visaged Cuban 
knelt as @ mark ef hia gratitude, When he 
arose Diaz hastened through the vestibule 

‘of the mansion and out upon the great white 
stone terrace, where he was met by friends, 
who were in ignorance of the scene which 
had just taken place. ‘ 

Diaz served in the Cuban army until he 
was captured and exiled by agents of Gen- 
eral Weyler. In America he became con- 
verted to the Baptist faith and entered into 
missionary work. For a year he has been 
working in the interior provinces of Mex- 
ico, but came back to this country a week 
ago to attend the convention of Southern 
Baptists at Norfolk, Va. With over 500 del- 
egates to the convention he came to Wash- 
ington this morning and accompanied his 
fellow-missionaries to the White House this 
afternoon, where all were anxious to attend 
the President's public reception, at which 
all visitors are privileged to shake hands 
with Mr. McKinley. 

Owing to the great multitude of visitors 
today an extra detail of officers was present 
to arrange the guests in line, single file, in 
which order they passed the President to 
grasp his hand. When Diaz's turn came 
his dark face brightened and with what 
seemed to be an involuntary action he fell 
upon his knees, and, taking the President's 
hand in the same unsteady fashion, he 
pressed his lips to it. Mr. McKinley exhibit- 
ed much embarrassment as he looked down 
into the dark face and saw the look of grat- 
itude upon it. 

The people who formed the great circle in 
the midst of which the little scene was being 
enacted were so impressed and astonished 
that all conversation, which but an instant 
before made a continual buzzing in the room, | 
ceased. Both the President and the Cuban 
seemed to be in ignorance that they were 
the cynosure of all eyes, until Diaz arose 
and departed and Mr. McKinley turned 
about to grasp the hand of the next person 
in line. Soon afterward, however, the re- 
ception was over and the President, with a’ 
somewhat grave mien, left the drawing-room 
and retired to his private apartments.

RAILWAY ARBITRATION BILL. 


Senator Allen Attacks the Measure and 
Says Employes Are Being Led 
into a Trap. 


Washington, D. C., May 11.—For more 
than three hours this afternoon the Senate 
discussed what it known as the railway 
arbitration bill, a measure designed to ad- 
just by means of voluntary arbitration differ- 
ences that may arise between railroad offi- 
cials and their employés. 

Mr. Hoar [Rep., Mass.] offered an amend- 
ment, which was accepted, providing that no 
injunction should be issued which should 
compel the laborer against his will to carry 
out any contract for personal labor or 
service. . 

Mr. Allen regarded the measure in its 
effects one of the most vicious ever brought 
before Congress. He declared that it bound 
railway employés hand and foot and made 
them the bond servants of the railrcad cor- 
porations. Hoe said that he had been flooded 


urging him to support it. He said he would 
do his best to amend it and would then prob- 
ably vote for it. He thought, however, that 
the railroad employés were béing led into a 
trap in urging the passage of the bill. 

Mr. Kyle,in charge of the bill, offered and

time since her marriage, six years ago. Her 
acquaintance with Consul Manning begaa 
while both were traveling in Europe, Miss 
Fuller with a party of friends and Mr. Man- 
ning alone. Although the latter is said to 
have been well known in Washington soci- 
ety, the two had never met in the Capital 
City. A short courtship was followed by a 
uiet wedding. 

“The marriage took place on Jan. 7, 1892. 
The family of the Chief Justice was not 
overenthusiastic in giving consent, itis said, 
but simply acquiesced. Miss Fuller was 
ill at the time of the marriage, and this, 
coupled with the natural feeling of home- 
sickness, influenced her in the matter. She 
herself despaired of life, and thought only of 
the marriage fh a romantic and impulsive 
manner. Mr.- Manning accompanied his 
wife home to this country, and after a few 
months they ceased to live together. 


Studies Music in Berlin. 


Mrs. Manning returned to Berlin and pur- 
sued. her studies in music. Four years ago 
she came back to America and gave a recital 
at the home of the family, then on Massa- 
chusetts avenue in Washington. Her play- 
ing was a revelation to her friends as her 
technique was superb. Her teacher, Mosz- 
kowski, had imparted some of his own 
genius to his student. All Washington was 
startled a few days after the recital with 
the announcement that the daughter of 
Chief Justice Fuller was to become a pro- 
fessional pianist, and several reporters in- 
terviewed her upon the subject. Mrs. Man- 
ning was decided in expressing her deter- 
mination. 

After this she visited some of the leading 
cities in the union and would doubtless have 
made a success of her chosen art had not 
the strain of study beeh too great for her 
nervous system. She broke down, and ner- 
vous prostration was the result. Then she 
came to Chicago to live. Last winter she 
returned to Washington, and has been at 
the home of her parents there almost ever 
since. At this time she told her friends 
that she had decided to take the name of 
Miss Fuller, giving no reason for the de- 
cision.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER. 


[Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. | 

Although serfdom is generally believed to 
have been abolished in Austria-Hungary in 
1848 and in Russia in 1863, yet it still exists 
in certain remote parts of Hungary, where 
the aristocratic landowners have retained to 
such a degree possession of their own time 
feudal over the peasantry on their land that 
many of them are accustomed to use their 
peasants as beasts of burden, harnessing 
four men to a plow instead. of a couple of 
horses or a yoke of oxen. 

Throughout the northeast of Hungary the 
noble landowners are in the habit of de- 
manding fifty days’ work in the year from 
each laborer or peasant on the estate, with- 
out any remuneration whatsoever. 

When the lord of the soil has any work 
‘to be done he sends a drummer through the 
village, and every male inhabitant is com- 
pelled by law to obey the summons. The 


lord then selects as many men as he requires 


and sends the rest home. 

The spread of education and instruction 
among the masses has ended by awakening 
them toa sense of the indignity and injustice 
of this form of servitude, and accordingly 
in the districts of Nyiregihanza they have 
organized a movement to abolish these 
ancient usages and rights of the landowners 
and have, moreover, refused obedience to 
the latter. . 

The landowners have in consequence ap- 
pealed to the government, which has re- 
sponded to the application by sending troops 
to the disaffected districts. The peasant 
movement has been suppressed with no little 
bloodshed, the leaders have been either 
lodged in prison or expelled from the king- 
dom, while those who remain are forced to 
comply with every demand made upon their 
labor by the landowners. 

It is incredible that such a state of affairs

Talking of Arthur Balfour, Lord Salls- 
bury’s return to London and his resumption 
of the conduct of affairs have not given rise 
to any particular rejoicings on the part 
of the Conservatives. For Balfour is far 
more popular than his uncle, the Premier, 
or than any of his colleagues. He is justly 
credited with more firmness, courage, and 
decision than Lord Salisbury, who is far 
too fond of temporizing, and it is worthy 
of note that whatever successes have been 
obtained by England in the Chinese ques- 
tion were secured after Lord Salisbury had 
left England and intrusted the conduct of 
the Foreign Office to Arthur Balfour and 
George Curzon. 

It is difficult to realize now that eighteen 
years ago Balfour was the least important 
member of the so-called and much-derided 
Fourth party, the members of which—name- 
ly: Lord Randolph Churchill, Sir Henry 
Drummond-Wolff, and Sir John Gorst—tol- 
— ed him rather than treated him as an 
ally. 

Yet today he has outstripped them all. 
Drummond-Wolff is shelved as Ambassador 
at Madrid. Sir John Gorst holds a subor- 
dinate government office without a seat in 
the Cabinet. Lord Randolph is dead, after 
wrecking his political career, while Arthur 
Balfour is now the leader of the House of 
Commons, First Lord of the Treasury, and 
the alter ego‘of his uncle, the Prime Minister.

“TRACK ELEVATION CONFERENCE. 


Controller Wallér finished his report of the 
condition of the city’s finances for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1897, yesterday. An ab- 
atract of its figures shows the following 
statement of receipts and expeaditures:

In his introductory remarks Controller 
‘Waller, after the usual complaint of lack of 
money and insufficiency of the revenue laws 
in producing it, makes a plea for an increase 
in the city’s bonded indebtedness. He com 
pares the $17,018,450 indebtedness of Chi- 
cago with the $195,000,000 debt of New York, 
and says: 

Chicago needs permanent improvements. Tt 
neede bridges, viaducts, buildings for permanent 
plants, real estate, sewers, extended water serv- 
ice, and many other improvements of a lasting 
nature, which cannot be built from lack of funds. 

I believe, therefore, that the legal Mmit of the 
city’s indebtedness should be not less than §30,- 
000,000, and that this indebtedness should be in- 
eurred only by dnd with the consent of our citl- 
gens for such specific purposes and in such 
amounts and at such times as they may consider 
_ for the advantage and best interests of the mu- 
 nictpality. 

If the limitation of our debt were thus extend- 
ed the amounts fow annually. appropriated from 
the tax levy for permanent improvements could 
be expended in the better cleaning of our streets 
and alleys, our city would be placed on a par with 
other great cities of this country, and the rate 
of taxation upon our citizens would be decreased. 

Mr. Waller ciaims a saving of $25,000 in in- 

rest on tax levy warrants by a réduction 
in the rate at which they have been sold, 
and a reduction of $114,879.63 in the amount 
issued during the year, while $100,000 of 7 
per cent bonds were refunded at 3% per cent, 
a saving in interest of $3,500. A claim is 
. made of a saving of $36,000 in the gasoline 
lighting contract. 


Shortage in Rebate Fund. 


In the matter of the shortage in the special 
assessment rebate fund, mention of which 
has been made recently in THE TRIBUNE, 
Controller Waller says: 

Too severe a criticism cannot be made upon the 
lack of system prevalent and the absolute neglect 
to post the books and accounts in the special as- 
sessment bureau of the Department of Public 
Works in past administrations. It was discov- 
ered by this administration soon after it came 
into office that the books and accounts of that 
bureau were more than five years unposted, and 
» your Controller was forced to refuse to honor 

any vouchers for the payment of rebates because 
of his inability to properly check the correctness 
of such vouchers from the books of that bureau.

Says a Battle Won by ‘Samp- 
son Would Bring Peace. 


STRIFE SOON 


Nation’s Relations with Cuba 
and the Philippines. 


OBLIGATIONS TO HAWAII. 


'“* If Sampson can only get a good chance 
now and wipe out the Spanish fleet in the 
Atlantic we shall be in shape for a treaty 
of peace,’ was the war opinion whicn Con- 
gressman Joseph Cannon expressed yester- 
day as he stopped for a few hours in Chi- 
cago en route from Danville to Washing- 
ton. He came West last Sunday to attenda 
funeral and is hastening back to Washing- 
ton. Congressman Cannon is one of the 
strongest war members in Congress. He 
really fired the first gun when his resolution 
appropriating $50,000,000 to be placed at 
President McKinley's disposal was pessed. 
During his brief stay in the city Congress- 
man Cannon was a guest at the Union 
League club, where he met and received tne 
congratuiations of many prominent citizens. 
While ciscussing the war he gave uttcrance 
to the foregoing sentiment and added that 


-in his judgment the conflict will be termi- 


nated in time to celebrate a proclamation 
from the President peace on 
July 4. 

After praising McKinley’s| display of 
stultesmanship, diplomacy, and executive 
ability he said: 

s to the wisdom of his policy, let the 
unparalleled viclory of Dewey—greater even 
in its moral effect than in its material ac- 
complishment—the practical supremacy of 
our flect in the West Indian archipelago, 
and the thorough mobilization of our army, 
all within two weeks of the actual declara- 
tion of war, give answer. I may add that 
the placing of $50,000,000 at his disposal by 
Congress at the time the Maine was blown 
up was not only a timely but a necessary 
measure. On our own soil we can whip the 
world, but to meet a power that is not to 


colonial possessions is a different thing. 
It requires caution, preparation, and power- 
ful engines of war. In March we were un- 
prepared for the conflict; a month later we 
were ready to meet and crush the enemy.” 


Discusses War Revenue. 


Referring to the bill now pending for rais- 
ing a war revenue, Mr. Cannon continued: 

“There is not a doubt that the measure 
as it stands will raise $100,000,000. Then 
there are the provisional attachments for 
the issue of $100,000,000 short-time certifi- 
cates, and $300,000,000 3 per cent bonds, as 
needed. No one believes that amount of 
money will be required, but if it is, who will 
begrudge it? 

**The House bill undoubtedly is a good 
one. It will probably meet with the same 
obstacles as did the Dingley law; it will be 
harassed by free silver orators, who think 
unlimited coinage of silver and the whole- 
sale issue of Treasury notes the proper way 
to meet every financial need of the govern- 
ment. The bill should pass the Senate this 
week, and. then adjournment of Congress 
could follow in ten days. All of the busi- 
ness that remains to be done is the passage 
of a few appropriation bills that will be 


the revenue bill all necessary war legisla- 
tion will have been enacted. At the call 
of the President Congress could be assem- 
bled in extraordinary session in five days, 
and were a treaty of peace contemplated 
the Senate could be assempled at call. So 
there is no excuse for continuing the regu- 
lar session into the dog days.”’ 

Mr. Cannon said this was not the proper 


| time to discuss the question of a future 


policy with reference to the Philippines and 
Puerto Rico. The United States should pro- 
ceed slowly and carefully, he said, in acquir- 
ing new territorial possessions. The popu- 
lation now is 75,000,000, and when this coun- 
try attains its full growth it will have 500,- 
000,000, 

‘That will be a vast body,” he said, “ to 
coéperate in self-government. But we know 
our people are capable cf self-government 
and I do not believe the United States ever 
will annex or make a part of its grand sys- 
tem of politics any country or people not 
possessing that qualification. We must make 
some disposal of Puerto Rico and the Philip- 
pines, but the time to consider that question 
will be at the close of the war. 


Situation Different in Cuba. 


“* As to Cuba, the situation ts entirely dif- 
ferent. We entered upon this war to expel 
from that island the only governing power

WAR REVENUE BILL IS READY. 


Democrats Amend It So as to Include 
a Corporation Tax and the Issu- 


Washington, D. C., May 11. “with the ex- 
ception of a few administrative features the 
war revenue bill is ready for report to the 


Senate. With the assistance of Senator 


Jones of Nevada the Democrats had control 
of the Finance committee and adopted their 
amendments, which include a corporation 
tax of one-quarter of 1 per-cent, a provision 


for the coinage of the seigniorage, and the 
issuance of $150,000,000 of greenbacks. The 


bond provision is eliminated. 

The yote to strike out the bond feature 
stood 6 to 5, as follows: Jones of Arkansas, 
White, Turpie, Daniel, and Chilton [Dems.], 


and Jones of Nevada [Silver Rep.] for it; and 


Allison, Aldrich, Platt of Connecticut, Wol- 
cott, and Burrows [all Reps.] against. Sen- 
ator Morrill [Rep.] and Vest [Dem.] were 
paired, Vest for the and Morrill 
against it. 

The amendments for the insennte of green- 
backs, the coinage of the silver seigniorage, 
and the taxation of corporations were. all in- 
corporated by the same vote. 

The Democrats changed their rate on cor- 
porations at the last minute, reducing it from 
one-half to one-quarter of 1 per cent. 
This provision is a comprenhensive, 
one. .It covers all corporations, with 
a few exceptions, imposing a tax of one- 
quarter of 1 per cent upon the gross receipts. 
The exceptions are charitable, educational, 
religious, and eleemosynary institutions and 
strictly mutual benefit associations, which 

are exempted, the exemption to mutual con- 
cerns being made so as to include only those 
which loan money to their own members. 
Building and loan associations were .ex- 
empted from the operations of the bill. 

There was some discussion of the beer tax

The provisions in regard to the taxation of 
bankers and brokers, bills of lading, inher- 
itances, “‘ futures,’’ proprietary medicinal 
articles, etc., were left as previously fixed.
